Hearing On Statements

Fufate, convicted companion 
of mass killer Charles Stark- 
weather, is entitled to a hear- 
ing-on the question of wheth- 
er statements made by her 
and used against her during 
her murder trial were volun- 
tarily made. 


The Court did not grant a 


Beit trial, bat opened the door 
to a possible new trial by dl 
rectsog, In effect, a district 
court hearing on such a mo- 
tlo*. 
In another celebrated Ne- 


braska murder case, the Su- 
preme Court held Friday that 
former Lincoln City Forester 
Barrel F. Parker is not en- 
titled to a new trial. The judg- 
ment affirmed t h a t of the 
Lancaster District Court. 
B o t h murder defendants 


have made repeated bids for 
reviews or new trials. 


The 22-year-old Miss Fu- 


jjatie is serving a life terra at 
the. Nebraska Women's Re- 
formatory in York. She was 
convicted in 1958 of first de- 
grff 
murder for aiding and 


abetting Starkweather in one 
of a string of 11 killings at- 
tributed to him. Starkweather 
since has been executed. 


The Supreme Court Friday 


said there is nothing in the 
record to indicate that state- 
ments which Miss Fugate, 
then 14 years old, gave au- 
thorities prior to trial and 
whjch were used against her 
in ;her trial were not volun- 
tarily made. 


But the Court said the ques- 


tion of voluntariness was not 
raised in a previous appeal to 
the State Supreme Court. 


"Under t h e s e 
circum- 


stances, we do not believe 
that the defendant should be 
deprived of a post convclion 
review at this time upon the 
ground that the matter has 
been fully litigated," the Su- 
prfeme Court said. 


Escobedo Ruling Evoked 
Attorneys for both Parker 


and Miss Fugate sought re- 
lief under Nebraska's Post 
Conviction Law, relying on re- 
cent U.S. Supreme Court rul- 
ings, notably the Escobedo rul- 
ing, in efforts to win n e w 
trials. 


The Escobedo D o c t r i n e 


holds that an accused person 
is .'entitled to the help of an 
attorney when a case moves 
from the investigation to the 
accusation stage. 


The U.S. Supreme C o u r t 


has held that the doctrine 
does not apply to c a s e s 
which went to trial before 
June 22, 1964, but that this 
does not prevent a review by 
post conviction procedure of 
whether statements t a k e n 
from the defendant w e r e 
made voluntarily. 


Friday's Supreme C o u r t 


ruling in the Fugate case has 
the effect of sending the case 
back to the Lancaster District 
Court for an evidentiary bear- 
Ing on .Miss Fugate's motion 
for a new trial, with volun- 
tariness of her statements as 
the sole Issue.

Court OK7s 
Cass Rulings 


The Nebraska S u p r e m e 


Court affirmed Friday two 
Cass County District Court 
decisions in lawsuits arising 
from a 1962 traffic accident 
at the intersection of two 
county roads east of Green- 
wood. 


The tribunal held that the 


lower court was correct in dis- 
missing a suit against the 
County of Cass and held that 
the jury acted properly by re- 
turning a verdict in favor of 
another defendant. 


Earl S. McKinney filed the 


actions against the county 
and Wayne Howard for inju- 
ries suffered in the two-car 
collision. McKinney was a pas- 
senger in a car which collid- 
ed with one driven by How- 
ard. 


The Supreme Court said 


that although signs at the in- 
tersection had been removed 
about a week before the acci- 
dent and no temporary signs 
had been substituted "t h c 
traveled surface of both in- 
tersecting county roads was 
free of any defects" and the 
county was not negligent. 


The Court also said How- 


ard was not negligent even 
though he was familiar with 
the intersection and knew that 
the signs had been removed. 


In another case the Su- 


preme Court-reversed a Lin- 
coln Municipal Court judg- 
ment and dismissed a suit for 
damages to a farm tractor. 


Roy A. Sankey had been 


awarded $610 in the Munici- 
pal Court in a suit against 
his tenant. Walter William- 
son, who was accused in the 
Sankey petition of mistreat- 
ing the tractor. 


The 
Court said Sankey 


failed to provide any compe- 
tent evidence to support the 
claims of negligence. 


Issues raised by Parker's at- 
torney! In the latest bid for 
new t r i a l have previously 
been reviewed. 


But, said the Court, "Out of 


abundant caution we h a v e 
carefully reviewed the evi- 
dence in this extended record 
now before us ... 


"We find no evidence of a 


real miscarriage of justice. 
We think the same issues 
should not n o w be reliti- 
gated." 


In another case, the High 


Court ruled that the Post Con- 
viction Act may be used to 
attack the validity of a final 
conviction even though the 
petitioner has not yet begun 
to s e r v e the sentence im- 
posed. 


County'Decislon Reversed 
The Court reversed a Dodge 


County District Court deci- 
sion and ordered that the low- 
er court hold further proceed- 
ings on penitentiary inmate 
Robert W. Losieau's petition 
to vacate a 1962 Dodge Coun- 
ty breaking and entering and 
habitual criminal conviction. 


Losieau currently is serv- 


ing a 20-year term on a 1952 
Douglas County burglary and 
habitual criminal conviction. 
He is not scheduled to begin 
serving the 20-year D o d g e 
County term until March of 
next year. 


The Inmate filed a post 


conviction petition in t h e 
Dodge District Court l a s t 
year seeking review of his 
1962 conviction but the court 
dismissed the petition on the 
grounds Losieau was not "a 
prisoner in custody u n d e r 
sentence" of the Dodge Dis- 
trict Court. 


The Supreme Court said the 


state law is extremely broad 
and designed to p r o v i d e 
"swift, simple and easily 
Invoked" procedures for chal- 
lenging 
convictions. 
T h e 


Court said the act docs not 
contain the federal habeas 
corpus limitations that per- 
mits only the challenging of 
sentences being served. 


In a Douglas County post 


conviction appeal, the H i g h 
Court once again affirmed the 
1960 first degree murder con 
viction of penitentiary inmate 
Jerry Erving of Omaha, who 
is serving a life term. 


Erving alleged that a num- 


ber 
of 
his 
constitutional 


rights were 
violated before 


and during his trial, including 
a contention that he was prej- 
udiced because of "undue 
publicity in the various news 
media." 


The High Court rejected 


Ervlng's arguments and ruled 
that the D o u g l a s District 
Court was correct In refus- 
ing to grant the inmntc a hear- 
ing under the Post Convlc 
tlon Act. The tribunal also up- 
held his conviction in 1962.

Wilson To Use World War II 
Muscle In Economic Crisis 


Washington (UPD —Prime 


Minister Harold Wilson told 
President Johnson F r i d a y 
that he intends to resolve 
Britain's economic crisis with 
the same determination that 
enabled his country to hold off 
Nazi Germany in the 1940s. 


Wilson's strong pledge to 


pull Britain out of the crisis 
that Is seeing his government 
propose wage and price con- 
trols was one of the highlights 
of a one-day visit to Washing- 
ton. General world problems, 
Including the Viet Nam war, 
also were discussed. 


The prime minister was at 


the White House approximate- 
ly four hours. The morning 
session was delayed 15 min- 


utes while Washington police 
checked out a report that a 
man had been seen carrying 
what looked like a rifle near 
Blair House, where Wilson 
stayed. 


Trading Views 


At the end of the day's con- 


ferences, White House a n d 
British spokesmen said no 
major decisions or p o l i c y 
changes had been agreed up- 
on in talks.

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The Tokyo Raiders

NEW YORK—Nearly a quarter of a 


century ago. another group of American 
filers faced trial and possible execution at 
the hands of an enemy who was contemptu- 
ous of the Geneva Convention. Eight of 
Jimmy Doolittle's Tokyo raiders became 
prisoners of 'the Japanese after their B-25s 
ran out of fuel and cracked upon the oc- 
cupied coastline of China, April 18, 1942. 


' Of the 16 bombers launched off the 


deck of the Carrier Hornet, America's first

in China. The remain- 


— 
ing Mitchell, as the 


light bombers were called, was flown to 
Vlrdivostak after the bombing mission. Its 
five-man crew was interned by the Rus- 
sians for most of the remainder of World 
War II. Unlike North Viet Nam authori- 
ties, who have paraded captured Ameri- 
can airmen through the howling streets of 
Hanoi, the Japanese were ominously silent 
about the Doolittle fliers they held. It was 
not until the middle of August, 1942, that 
the U.S. was able to confirm, through the 
neutral Swiss, that eight Americans had 
been held prisoner at Bridge House, the po- 
lice headquarters of Shanghai. The only 
name the Swiss consulate general in Shang- 
hai could learn was that of "Farrow." That 
would be Lt. William G. Farrow, 24, of 
Darlington, S.C. The agonizing details of 
what followed are best presented by Col. 
Carroll V. Glincs, USAF, in his "Doolittle's 
Tokyo Raiders." 


On Oct. 19, 1942. the J a p a n e s e an- 


nounced they had tried the members of 
two captured Doolittle crews and sentenced 
all to death. However, the communique 
added, the sentence had been reduced to 
life imprisonment "for the larger number 
of them," but that the death sentence had 
already been carried out for others. 


No names and no other facts uere giv- 


en. Secretary of State Cordcll Hull immedi- 
ately asked the Swiss minister to Washing- 
ton to contact Tokyo for full details. The 
following Feb. 17, the Japanese replied that 
they intended to put all American POW's 
on trial, and that a still unspecified num- 
ber of Doolittle fliers had already been put 
to death. 


When U.S. efforts for more informa- 


tion failed, President Roosevelt told the 
world on April 8, 1943, "1 am 
deeply 


stirred and horrified by the execution of 
American aviators by the Japanese govern- 
ment." He further announced that in a 
message s e n t to the Japanese via the 


Swiss, the U.S. had threatened to "retali- 
ate on Japanese prisoners in our hands." 


Lt. Farrow. Lt. Dean Hallmark. Hous- 


ton. Texas, and Sgt. Harold Sptaz, Lebo, 
Kansas, died before a Japanese 
firing 


squad at Public Cemetery No. 1, Shanghai, 
Oct. 15. 1942. Lt. Robert J. Mcder, Cleve- 
land, died of beriberi, dysentery and star- 
vation Dec. 1, 1M3. The four others some- 
how survived atrocious conditions and tor- 
ture. In sparing the lives of those sur- 
vivors, the Japanese officer in charge ob- 
served, "Special mention must be made of 
the emperor's leniency." 


On Aug. 9, 1945, a delirious American 


flier who was near death from starvation 
in a Peking prison thought he heard an 
inner voice telling him, "Start praying." 
Sgt. Jacob De Shazer was one of the four 
survivors, but could not last much longer. 


* 
De Shazer was puzzled by the com- 


mand to pray. He asked, "What shall I 
pray about?" The "voice," he later re- 
called, instructed him to pray for peace 
and pray without ceasing. "I prayed that 
God would put a great desire in the hearts 
of the Japanese leaders for peace . . . I 
prayed that God would not allow the Japa- 
nese people to fall into persecution by the 
victorious armies. At two o'clock in the 
afternoon, the Holy Spirit told me, 'You 
don't need to pray any more. The victory 
is won.' " He had no way of knowing, of 
course, that the second atomic bomb had 
fallen on Nagasaki and that Japanese re- 
sistance had come to a standstill. 


The manhunt for Japanese responsible 


for the deaths and mistreatment of the air- 
'men, in cynical disregard of the Geneva 
Convention, got under way immediately af- 
ter the signing of surrender papers on the 
U.S.S. Missouri. 


By February, 1946. U.S. investigators 


were prepared to place on trial Lt. Gen. 


Shigeru Sawada. who 
had been command- 
ing general of the Ja- 
panese Imperial 13th 
Expeditionary Army 


in China; Capt. Ryuhei Okada, a member 
of the "court" that tried the fliers: Lt. 
Yusci Wako, prosecutor; and Capt. Soto- 
jiro Tatsuta, warden and executioner. Oth- 
ers involved had died. Gen. Skunroku Hata, 
Sawada's superior, and Lt. Gen. Sadamu 
Sliimomura. who signed the execution or- 
der, were not available for trial because 
they were about to be tried for other war 
crimes. The jury was out for two days, 
found that the accused acted on orders 
from higher authority, "exercised no ini- 
tiative to any marked degree." Sawada 
Okada and Tatsuta were given five-year 
terms at hard labor, Wako drew a nine- 
year term. All four could have been sen- 
tenced to death.

Toward The Hostile Side 


It is significant that while the U.S. 


Senate was shaving $409 million from the 
administration's foreign aid request, the 
House was lading out $1 billion m o r e 
than asked for more weapons. 


The two items are being handled in 


the same measure. 


The Senate finally approved a foreign 


aid appropriation of $2.6 billion. In 
the 


bill also was a pointed criticism of West 
Germany for its proposal to build a steel 
plant in Red China. 


Obviously the Congress is feeling more 


belligerent than peace loving. The Defense 
Department which spends more than half 
the U.S. budget did not ask for the extra 
billion. It only asked for all the money 


it feels it can spend. 


There is evidence that the U.S. is 


making more commitments abroad than 
it can really afford and foreign economic 
aid is one place where savings can be 
made. But it is not an exercise in econo- 
my to trim $409 million from the eco- 
nomic aid budget and then ovcrgive a 
billion to the Defense Department. 


Whatever 
t h e 
official explanations 


may be. one thing is indisputable in this 
action. The U.S is inclining a more hos- 
tile eye toward the rest of world, and is 
placing more reliance on arms than on 
peaceful overtures. We are 
moving 
at 


considerable distance from post W o r l d 
War II policies which were most greatly 
aimed toward peaceful solutions. 


A Matter Of Attitude 


Anxious leaders of southeast Nebras- 


ka are hiring a West Coast group of spe- 
cialists to study the area in the hope of 
finding some formula that will restore 
this once garden spot of Nebraska to its 
former prosperity. 


Lincoln interests are pitching in to 


help raise the money, for although Lin- 
coln continues to be a growth area and 
therefore an exception, it has a strong 
sentimental and economic connection with 
southeast Nebraska. 


To many the news that southeast Ne- 


braska is in trouble will come as a sur- 
prise. For many years it was considered 
the best agricultural area, its towns hap- 
py, its fanners prosperous. It had good 
manufacturing and seemed to have the 
ideal balance. It is a very old part of 
Nebraska, many 
of its towns existing 


long before statehood. It was among the 
first to get the benefit of the Homestead 
Act and the population that went with it. 
It was among the first to experience the 


gains when new railroads built in. It had 
fine deep topsoil, abundant rainfall and a 
better agricultural climate than other Ne- 
braska regions. 


But decay was subtle. Lack of soil 


conservation allowed much of the top soil 
to wash away. The rivers did and still 
do run riot with destructive floods in the 
spring. The main line of the Burlington 
from Kansas City to Denver, which sup- 
ported many towns, languished and the 
towns shrank. 


But worst of all was a fixed attitude 


that nothing \vas ever wrong that a "good 
ram won't cure." It was an area that 
did too well to be concerned about the 
future and now it has a serious prob- 
lem. And it has to hire outsiders to come 
in with proposals to reverse the trends. 
That itself is a bad sign. Its farms are 
not as fertile as formerly and many of 
the farmers have moved away. Fortun- 
ately the problem is not yet fatal, but 
great changes in habitual thinking will 
have to be made.

The 2,000 villagers on New Hanover 


Island in Australian 
New Guinea who 
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wanted to "buy" President Johnson two 
years ago are somewhat discouraged, but 
they still have not changed their minds. 


They didn't get the message straight 


when their Australian officials told them 
there was going to be an election. In- 
stead of picking one of their own to rep- 
resent them in the new local government 
council and the territory-wide assembly, 
they picked President Johnson to be their 
leader, teach them how to build factor- 
ies, bring them boats, bicycles, refriger- 
ators, automobiles and other fine things 
the Americans seemed to have in such 
abundance. 


Told that President Johnson was not 


available, they raised money to 
"buy" 


him—$2,500 in all. The authorities took the 
money and returned it to the individual 
donors—and the new council began collect- 
ing a tax of $5.50 per man and SI per 
woman per year. The Johnson cultists 
don't like it, and their neighborhood re- 
mains a backward part of this stone-age 
territory emerging in modernity. 


One common variant is the "Cargo 


Cult" in which a local prophet tells his 
neighbors that if they will give up their 
old gods and follow him, a great ship 
with a cargo of lint modem things will 
come for them,

rector has been in hot wa- 
ter either with Congress, the 
newspaper profession, or the 
politicians — sometimes with 
all. 


Bill Benton, the first di- 


rector, did a brilliant job but 
had both Congress and the 
publishers seething with sus- 
picion that he was going to 
encroach 
on 
the 
private 


news-gathering 
prerogative 


of the press. 


Bob Johnson, a founder of 


Time Magazine and president 
of Temple University, w a s 
pilloried by Sen. Joe" McCar- 
thy as a moderate Eisenhow- 
er Republican. 


Arthur Larson, the Univer- 


sity of Pittsburgh professor 
who also served under Ei- 
senhower, was castigated by 
the Democrats — a m o n g 
them Sen. Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas — for playing 
politics. 


The late Edward R. Mur- 


row was a brilliant, fearless 
commentator, but congress- 
men claimed he left the USIA 
in snarls of red tape. 


Those who have studied 


the record of the USIA now 
say that the man who has 
done the best job of admin- 
istering that important but 
controversial agency is a 
relatively obscure lawyer, 
Leonard Marks, now serving 
under Johnson.

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And in these days when 


we tend to criticize our pub- 
lic servants, let's take a look 


at the operations of the USIA 
director. 


First thing Marks did when 


he took over was to retain a 
management expert to s e e 
where the agency could save 
money. The expert's f i r s t 
recommendation was to com- 
bine the television division 
with the motion picture divi- 
sion, since both produced 
films. Marks acted immed- 
iately, thereby saving t h e 
taxpayers $1,500,000 annual- 
ly. 


The new 
USIA director 


also surveyed the use of his 
agency's telephones, found 
that some Intercoms dupli- 
cated other intercoms. He 
cut his telephone service 35 
per cent. 


A lesser saving came from 


Marks's review of the mag- 
azines to which USIA sub- 
scribers for American li- 
braries abroad. "Are you 
really using the d i f f e r e n t 
magazines 
you get?" 
he 


asked U.S. libraries. The 
survey cut magazine sub- 
scriptions by $14,000 a year. 


The public doesn't know it, 


hut USIA publishes 85 mag- 
azines of its own to tell the 
American story in Russia, 
Africa, the different coun- 
tries of Asia. In a staff con- 
ference, one 
USIA staffer 


recommended that an Amer- 
ican magazine published in 
Africa increase its circula- 
tion from 50,000 to 100,000. 


"It now costs 41 cents a 


copy to print," shot back 
Marks.

Civil rights is the most 


complex and troublesome Is- 
sue as it moves inexorably 
forward into the area of eco- 
nomics.

escape hatches continue. Tne 
President recognized them in 
his proposal for open hous- 
ing and. most imaginative- 
ly, ia his bill to rebuild 


slums in a scries of "demon- 
stration cities." It Is a fine 
phrase and was greeted with 
acclaim, but it could not 
cloak some harsh realities 
when the time came to put 
it into a form Congress and 
the public would approve.

The ghettos are vile and 


unproductive —"to be hated 
they need but to be seen." 
But there are a great many 
of them, the land on which 
they rest is expensive, and 
so is the proposed rebuild- 
ing. There are also a lot of 
cities and few want to be 
left out. 


The President asked for a 


modest start — $2.3 billion 
to be distributed among 60 or 
more cities in six years. Lib- 
erals who liked the i d e a 
recognized that it was too 
small to represent a f u 11- 
scale attack on the poverty 
cycle but large enough to en- 
able the opposition to cry ex- 
travagance in the midst of a 
war. 


That has happened. So has 


a predictable dissatisfaction 
among mayors competing for 
the money. They are also 
unhappy about a provision 
for help to "new 
towns" 


which mayors regard as only 
white ghettos added to the 
noose of white suburbs which 
ring most cities.

The 
freedom from oppression and 
tyranny is obtainable only 
with « system of perfect 
laws, which are to be found 


only within the law of right- 
eousness.

dient and righteous, he is 
not subject to civil law. From 
this we see that "the law is 
good if a man use it lawful- 
ly." 
Righteousness comes 


from a b o v e and we must 
build our lives, laws and po- 
litical system up to it. God 
is the King of righteousness 
and He did not give His great 
moral and ethical laws with- 
out also providing us with 
all the principles of distribu- 
tive justice necessary to re- 
alize them in fact.

Medicare Only Provides Semi-Private Rooms 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
Q. "I'm going to have a 


benign tumor removed next 
fall. Will Medicare give me 
a private room at the hos- 
pital? I don't want to be in 
a ward with a bunch of sick 
people." 


A. Probably not. Medi- 


care provides patients with 
semi* private 
accommoda- 


tions with 2 to 4 beds in the 
room. A~ private r o o m is 
covered only if d o c t o r s 
agree it is medically nec- 
essary. If a private room is 
available at the hospital, 
you can use it by paying the 


difference between the pri- 
vate and semi-private rate. 


Q. "I'm past 65 and plan 


to cash in on Medicare by 
h a v i n g my hernia fixed. 
The doctor says I'll be in 
the hospital 10 days. Will 
all my costs be covered?" 


A. No. You'll have to pay 


the first $40 of your hospi- 
tal bill, and you have to pay 
your doctor's fess for doing 
the surgery. 


Q. "I've heard that when 


you're in the hospital under 
Medicare you still have to 
pay for such things' as use 
of X-rays, blood tests and 


electrocardiograms. Is this 
true?" 


A. No. All standard hos- 


pital services such as those 
you mention are covered 
and included in your bene- 
fits. 


Q. "When I'm In the hos- 


pital under Medicare, will I 
have to pay extra every 
time a doctor sees me?" 


A. No. you're entitled to 


the services of resident hos- 
pital physicians and interns. 
But 
if you use your own 


doctor, or if you need a spe- 
cialist or surgeon, you'll 
have to pay the bill. 


Q. "I thought Medicare 


covered everything, but now 
they tell me you need this 
supplementary health insur- 
ance plan, costing 13 month- 
ly, if you want doctor bills 
covered?" 


A. That's right. With the 


supplementary 
plan, you 


pay the first ISO of doctor 
bills each year, and there- 
after the plan pays 80% 
of any subsequent bills for 
physicians' services. 


Q. "I'm 75 and have nev- 


er gotten anything free for 
all the taxes I ve paid. 
What's to stop me from go- 


ing to our local hospital and 
telling them I want to come 
in for a six-week Medicare 
vacation and be waited on 
hand and foot?" 


A. It's a nice idea. But 


it won't work because you 
cannot be admitted to a hos- 
pital unless a physician de- 
termines that it is medical- 
ly essential that you be hos- 
pitalized. 


A. "I don't think much of 


doctors of medicine. Won't 
my health Insurance under 
Medicare cover visits to my 
chiropractor 
and 
naturo- 


pat hie physician?" 


A. No, it covers o n l y 


medical and surgical serv- 
ice performed by approved 
doctors of medicine.

Opening lead-nine of hearts. 
This hand occurred in a du- 


plicate pair game. The con- 
tract was usually four hearts 
played by South, and in every 
case except one the declarer 
made either ten or eleven 
tricks, depending on whether 
he decided to play East or 
West for the queen of clubs. 


But at one table S o u t h 


went down one in four hearts 
as the result of rather un- 
usual defense. Most of the 
West players selected the 
king of diamonds as the open- 
ing lead against four hearts, 
but the West at this table 
hit upon the nine of hearts 
for his opening lead. 


This odd choice created a 


problem in trumps for the 
declarer which did not exist 


at other tables. He covered 
the nine with the ten and won 
the queen with the ace. He 
then played the A-10 of dia- 
monds and ruffed the dia- 
mond return. 


Declarer next p l a y e d a 


spade to the queen and re- 
turned a low trump from 
dummy. When East followed 
with the three, South finessed 
on the assumption that East 
had started with the Q-J-3. 
As a result, he lost a trump 
trick to the jack. 


Had West not led a trumf 


originally, South would have 
had no chance to go wrorg 
and he would have avoided a 
trump loser by simply cash- 
Ing the A-K. 


Upon winning the trump 


trick with the jack, W e s t 
cashed the ace of spades, 
spearing South's king. West 
then made the excellent play 
of another spade, deliberate- 
ly giving South a ruff in one 
hand and a discard in the 
other. 


West, who could count de- 


clarer for 2-5-2-4 distribution 
knew that the ruff-discard 
could not possibly help South. 
Declarer ruffed and still had 
to guess the location of the 
queen of clubs, and it turned 
out that he was not equal 
to the task. He decided to 
play West for the queen, and 
when East showed up with 
the missing damsel, he wound 
up going down one.

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Encore To Be Tough Assignment For Devaney

What does one do for an encore after giving Nebraska 


fans their first undefeated football season in 50 years? 


Husker coach Bob Devaney admits it's a tough assign- 


ment. 


"We're not going to be able to improve over last year 


from a record standpoint," Devaney says In the NU foot- 
ball brochure released Friday by sports information direc- 
tor Don Bryant, "because we still play only 10 games. 


"So theoretically, If we are to show improvement we 


must do things better than we did last year." 


Other than the fact that Devaney finds it hard to figure 


on improving on a 10-0 season when you only play 10 games, 
there is another problem—the quality of the opposition. 


"We will find doing anything better much more diffi- 


cult because our opponents are going to be much tougher," 
Devaney continues. "We could be improved in some areas, 


but we definitely will not be as strong In pass receiving, 
and our degree of Improvement probably will not match 
the degrees of Improvement of our opponents. 


"We hope to have a successful season, and we hope 


we play well at all times. But our efforts may be over- 
shadowed by the improved play of our opponents. 


"I look for the Big Eight race to be the closest in 


years with as many as five or six teams in the title pic- 
ture — Colorado looks great, Missouri always is an out- 
standing team. Oklahoma has some fine p l a y e r s and 
new coach generating enthusaism. Oklahoma State has 
given us 'fits and is in a challenging position and Iowa 
State could have a whale of a year with that Van Galdcr 
boy at quarterback. 


"Add to that the fact that Kansas and Kansas State., 


will be much Improved, physically, and It's easy to see 
what a chore we are facing if we are to retain our title." 


And Devaney doesn't see the non-confcrcncc schedule 


as an easy hurdle to get over. 


"In non-conference play. Texas Christian expects to 


have an outstanding team after a fine 1965 campaign witli 
young players." the NU coach points out. "Utah State al- 
ways has a fine club and will give us a thorough test. 


"Wisconsin will be a much better team than the one 


we faced In 1965 — and we have to play the Badgers at 
Madison." 


"We are not minimizing our personnel when we say 


Nebraska will face tougher opposition in 1966 than it did 
in 1965. and that our players will have to exert great effort 
in order for us to have an opportunity to successfully de- 
fend the Big Eight championship." 


Writing the Cornhuskcr outlook. Bryant tabs the offen- 


sive end spots as the biggest problem. 


"Spring drills failed to turn up any newcomers who 


could erase memories of the All-American duo of Tony 


Jeter and Freeman White. Brjant writes In the brochure. 
"There's still a possibility ace fullback Pete Tatman may 
log some tight end time, it someone doesn't declare with 
gusto, but it uould be a reluctant snitch because of Pete's 
stature as an outstanding fullback." 


The lluskcrs' main strength figures to be in the back- 


field. 


"Nebraska's strength probably will lie with Churchicb,, 


one of the outstanding quarterbacks in the nation, and a 
crew of big. hard-running backs like Kirkland, Winters, 
Wilson and Tatman, who enabled NU to lead the nation 
in offensive rushing in 1965," Bryant says. 


"If Nebraska can solve its offensive end problems, re- 


place offensive tackles Jim Brown and Dennis Carlson* 
and play with dedication of Bob Devaney teams the past 
four years — well, the Cornhuskcrs could be championship 
caliber." the brochure concludes.
